“corners,” Which is nothing else but gambling— 
and a bluff. game right through, but the gothg 
square back on their own contracts by business 
men is fully as bad, if not worse. 

The representative of a New York grain firm 
remarked to-day, “Your corner rules should be 
abolished, I Know that the defaulting on con- 
tracts in this market lately did a great injury to 
you here. New York and Baltimore have ho cor- 
ner rules, and yet men with moderate capital can 
transact business in those markets. Last June 
when wheat was cornered in New York and 
squeezed up to $1 52 every short settled, and not 
one of them attempted to get out without pay: 
ing the price demanded by the longs. This did 
New York a great deal of good. At the same time 
Chicago and St. Louis shorts were appealing to 
their Exchanges and the courts for protection 
against corners, and refusing to settle other con- 
tracts without arbitration, and New York’s action 
in their corner was commended by the whole 
country.” 

Among some members who favor a rule that 
will protect both sides to a trade, the idea is put 
forth that a marginal rule would cover the case. 
A marginal rule gives the ‘short’ the power,when 
a “corner” is being run and the market forced 
above its legitimate value, to call 
for a eonumittee who shall de- 
termine by proper evidence heard before them 
what.the rea value of the grainis. Then the shorts” 
ean call the “longs” for margins down to this 
true value, with ten per cent added. The “longs” 
of course would havg the right to eall the shorts” 
for margins up to any price the market was 
squeezed to. The effect of this would be that if 
through heayy receipts of grain or some other 
cuuse the “corner” should Cola pse, the “shorts” 
would be protected on their side by having the 
“lougs’’ margined down to the legitimate vali e of 
the grain. it is claimed that the large 
amount of money that would Be 
put up by both sides would 
not care about attempting to run a “corner” when 
it would sequire such an outlay of money to carry 
itthrough. ‘The Board of Directors hold a meet- 
ing this afternoon to receive the petition and rules 
ublished in last Saturday’s Post-DispaTcnu.

the members new rules, requiring all parties sell- 
ing property for future months to deliver the same 
ace g to the terms of their contract,.or, in 
case of default, to pay any differences that there 
may be on the day of settlement, the settling price 
to be whatever good, responsible parties are pay- 
ing er are willing to pay forsaid grain, said parties 
to be members of the Merehants’ Exchange in 
good standing.

A large 
amount of the mess pork in Chieago is owing to 
St. Louis, Cincinnatiand Louisville, perhaps 36,000 
barrels, and besides that 4 great deal 
more to other poucs inthe South, This pork is 
eontracted for October and these places want the 
actual stuff to fill their orders with. Armour is 
said to hold about 35,000 barrels of the stock in 
Chicago, and he will want all of this, if not more, 
to fill his actual orders with. Thus it wil) be seen 
that Chicago owes to different points in the coun- 
try more pork than she holds or willhave. It is

THE ILLUMINATIONS. 


The Pipes all Cleared of Corrosion—Every- 
‘thing in Readiness. 


While everything is in perfect readiness, the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company will not light up 
the streets under its control to-night. Sample 
burners tested last night show that 
everything is in working order, The 
consumption by these lights will not ‘be much 
greater,according tothe calculations of Superin- 
tendent John Sobolewski, than the burners of the 


stores along the way when all lighted. But even 
if more than ordinasy venga should be required 
there will. be no difficulty,-as the power of the 
works is moré than ten times as greatas the ordi- 
nary burning capacity of the age 4 requires. When 
an effort was made to light up Saturday evening 
the officers were at first astonished to find that 
very few of the burners emitted enough gas to 
take the light. This was found to be no fault 
of the machinery, but was due to the 
Clogging of the burners by the rain. It was for- 
tunate that the test was made so early, for it gave 
time for experiments with an air-pump, which 
s00n os the object required. 
the peculiar make of the 
used, those of the Laclede 
ae Company proved most Pannipnengy | The 
officers of this company had gtven out that they 
would light the streets north of Washington ave- 
nue (which is their territory)on Saturday, and an 
immense crowd gathered in the neighborhood of 
Union Market, where there are some very fine 
spans across Fifth street,to witness the illumina- 
tion. Ata given signal the torches were applied 
all along the way, but out of the many hundred 
only a few burners were found to be serviceable, 
and the vast assemblage, unable to comprehend 
the cause of their disappointment, disbanded in 
bad temper. 

A reporter of the Post-DispatTcH visited the 
offices of Sboth the gas companies this morning to 
ascertain the present status of the matter, Mr. 
J. D. Thompson, the secretary of the Laclede Gas 
Company, said that he. was satisfied that 
all the lights of their territory are in good condi- 
tion, and they propose to give a trial exhibition 
to-night. He said that me pears might have been 
saved their disappoinfment on Saturday night, if 
he had just heard of the experiences at Fa- 
mous. At the latter place on the outsideof their 
store they have a magnificent, illuminated.light 
with the same burners used in the public Ulumina- 
tions. This was tested Saturday during the fore- 
noon, when it was discovered that the points had 
been corroded and stopped up by therain. The 
cause being suspected . at once, new 
burners were substituted and anew trial being 
made the light presented a beautiful spectacle. 
Mr. Thompson said the consumption from the 
works 0 the Laclede GasgCompany = at 
this time of the year is about 600,000 
feet,and the @xtra demand on account of the 
illumination would be about 40,000 feet, and that 
the ss age is prepared to furnish 2,000,- 
000 cubic feet every twenty-four hours. 
The Superintendent of the St. Louis Gas Light 
Campany said that everything was in readiness, 
though it was not the intention of the company to 
light up to-night. They could do so if they wanted 
to, but their contract with the Veiled Prophets 
called for illuminations every hight 
during the week except Monday night. 
The burners are to be lighted by the merchants 
and business men themselves. Each will be sup- 
plied with the proper kind of torch and will hire a 
man to light themon Tuesday night. The St. 
Louis Gas Company will turn on the gas 
from the main pipe at six o’ clock 
p. m., when those who aretodo the lighting are 
expected to be in readiness to light the lamps on 
Fourth street from Washington avenue to Walnut 
strect. Fifth street will be lighted at 6:30. The 
St. Louis Gas Light Company has purchased seven 
dazen torches to be used on that occasion. 

In the management and construction of these 
lights very few accidents have happened, the most 
serious one of all being the breaking of the magni 
ficent arch which now spans Washington avenue 
at Eleventh street, opposite the office of 
the Laclede Gas Light Company. This 
arch, as those who have seen it will remember.has 
a square top, while the ifiside is a perfect haif 
circle. By this framework of pipes the ends are 
made bulky and strong, while the center ts com- 
posed of only three or four pipes. In hoisting it 
into position Saturday, for convenience sake, 
the superintendent tied the ropes of the derrick to 
the center and attempted to raise it. without sup- 
ports for the ends. The result was somewhat dis- 
astrous. The whole network parted in the mid- 
die and fell to the ground. Plumbers 
were put to work upon It at once and the pipes 
are bow in as good condition as ever. 

A wagon ran against the arch at Fifth and Pine 
streets this morning and knocked off about twen- 
ty of the globes.

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| The Ute Indian Commission and Its 
Expenditures. 
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Reports of the Tobacco Crop--The Greely 
Arctic Relief Expedition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 2.—1nfor- 
mation received here from the commission 
sent to Utah to distribute the $350,000 appro- 
priated for the Ute Indians shows that the 
work of surveying the lands which are to be 
divided in severalty among them is progress- 
ing satisfactorily ; also the preparations for 
irrigation, by which the Indians are to be 
transformed into agriculturists. The Ute 
Indians, when they were settled on the lands 
in the Territory, had the promise that the 
Government would irrigate the lands and 
allot them in severalty. This promise has 
not been very promptly fulfilled, and 
it-is said that unless the work is put 
in shape at once _ the Indians 


can be depended onto go on the war-path. 
There are about 2,000 of them, and aside from 
the mere question ‘of kee ‘ping faith, it is policy 
to try to get them into a peaceful frame of 
mind and keep them so. They do not take 
very kindly to the qnestion of farming, yet 
they have among them raised two or three 
thousand buishe's of wheat this year, and 
seem likely to make something of a success 
of agriculture and stock raising if given en- 
couracement, 

From what is to be gathered here, it seems 
that Red Cloud, the Indi: ne hief, who recently 
demanded the removal of Agent M¢Gillic udidy 
at the Pine Ridge Agency, was not entirely in 
the wrong. It is s: Lid that Met (4 tillic uddy_ has 
been very ove rbearing and YInsolent in his 
course Ui ywward the Indi: ins, enforcing mili- 
ta ry rules as far as possible, and it is said re- 
fusing in some ¢ “ases the rights granted the 
Indians by the treaty. The Indian Bureau, 
however, is still under the impression that 
MeGillieuddy isa valuable agent, and will 
doubtless, unless he is proven really unfit for 
the place, refuse Red Cloud’s demand for his 
removal. 

THE TOBACCO CROP. 

The indications re “warding the tobacco crop 
of the country are more favorable LOW than 
they were a month or more fhen the 
reports from Connectient and oth- 
er New England tohbaeco SeCU- 
tions, and likewise from the to- 
bacco regi: ns of Pe nus lvania, were not fa- 
vorable, Now, however, ‘it Is learned that 
the Virginia and North Carolina ¢ rops are 
likely to be very valuable, and the ‘‘Nort 
Carolina Bright Tobacco” is reported the 
finest crop ever grown in the State. The 
growth of this industry in the mountain re- 
gions of North Carolina in the past few 
years is very remarkable,the mountain lands, 
which were not considered worth paying 
taxes on before their value as tobacco lands 
was known, now bringing from $25 to $40 per 
acre. 

THE GREELY RELIEF 
Great regret is felt here over 
the effort to reae h Lieut. Greely 
station at Lady Frankiin Bay. He has be en 
there nearly a year already, and the 
record of observations made during that time 
would notonly be very valuable in itself, 
but is desired to be used in connection with 
those from the other stations in the interna- 
tional circumpolar chain. There are twelve 
of these stations, which have been opened by 
the various nations, on the 7ist parallel or as 
nearly so as possible. Two of them are oc- 
cupied by the United States, two by Russia, 
one by England and € anada, and one each 
by Germany, Austria, Holland, Sweden, 
Norway, Finland and Denmark. They ex- 
tend inacircle round the pole and average 
seven hundred miles apart, though in 
one or two cases the distance is some- 
what above that. The work 
of:the observers is to take observations hour- 
lyeach day, and the field of observation em- 
braces all the phenomena of meteorology,ter- 
restrial magnetism, auroral displays and 
astronomical events, with a number of op- 
tional investigations. Itis expected that 
these observ: itions will result in much new 
inio! mi ition of an exact and valuable nature 

regarding the Arctic regions. 

Kegarding the personal safety of 
Greely and his party, it is said there need 
be no appre her nsion, as provisions for two 
vears were I itthem by the vessel 
ing them. Ye tthere are the dangers 
dent to Arctic winters, sickness, exposure,
